PINCHOT MAY WIN PRESTIGE 


President Hopes For Peace By 


Agreement Rather Than 


Coercion

Washington—The federal govern- 


ment is trying: to pass the respbnsi- 
bility for setting coal to the several 
states. 
Keeling: that . authority is 


lacking to seize mines and operate 
them, the administration here will at- 
tempt to put into operation a plan 
that was discussed and approved a 
years ago -when the soft coal strike 
•was in effect. 


Secretary Hoover is believed to be 


the author" of the plan. It is that the 
states which have plenty of law' and 
authority shall take 
the 
initiative 


»nd seize the mines if necessary in 
order to get fuel, the federal govern- 
ment lending a. hand whenever pos- 
eible. 
The fact that the anthracite strike 


centers in Pennsylvania ar.d that 
Governor Plnchot is the kind of a 
state executive who can be relied 
upon to act courageously, makes the 
field for the expiiiment much more 
favorable than it was a year Nago 
•when many governors 
of 
various 


political faiths and economic beliefs 
had to be tafcen into consultation. In 
short, the federal government did not 
feel that it has had the persuasive In 
fluence then which It now has with 
•thVState of Pennsylvania, but should 
the experiment succeed, it is hoped 
other states would be inclined to fol- 
low the example of Governor Pin 
chot. 


The formal description of the situa 


tion which one obtains at the White 
House is a follows:

"There is one word that will indi 
cate the situation in 
Pennsylvania 


and that word is "cooperation" be. 
tween the governor of Pennsylvania 
and the United States authorities.

The foregoing gives '-nough of a 


hint of what'is expected by the fed 
eral government cf the state exe- 
cutives to show what's comlne. The 
states will exert pressure either by 
actually poizing th* mines and mak 
Ing new wage contracts with the men 
or by threatcninz to do the same. 
It was revealed at the "White House 
also that the

would ho handled by the states after 
It reached them and that the -federal 
government throucb the intercalate 
commerce commission would issue the 
necessary priority

coal could be expedite over the inter- 
state railroads to the centers of dis- 
tribution. 


UNFAIR FOR GOVERNMENT 
Naturally there is an unwillingness 


at the White House to concede that 
the nevr p!an means an abandonment 
by the federal government of its vital 
Interest in the problem. The executive 
offices here issued the comment that 
It would not be fair for the federal 
government to undertake to turn this 
problem over to the government of 
each state and It was Insisted that 
Governor Plnchot. for Instance, volun- 
teered to come In and help1. In fact, 
the president would like to have th" 
Impression conveyed t3«»t the federal 
government Isn't abandoning aythlnc: 
to the slates and the states are not 
abandoning anything to the federal 
government, 


B'st the truth In members of con- 


prcs« and constitutional 
authorities 


•who wcr" consulted a year ago'came 
to jhe conclusion that the federal gov. 
«rnmcnt was without sufficient law to 
«ct In a coal emergency and that only 
the states could do what she American 
people had com* to believe the federal 
government could do. The president 
hopes for penc* by agreement rather 
than by any form of coercion or fore* 
but he rtands ready to cooperate with 
nny rtate that takes drastic measure*. 


All eyes are now on Governor Pln- 


chot ana although politic* hasn't been 
n. factor on the surface, there are 
many people here who believe that 
Governor Plnchot "may win national 
prestige out of the coal situation fo 
as to become the candidate for vice- 
president on tho Oolldge ticket, A 
strike situation rave Mr. Coolidg* him- 
self the fame thai prompted the Re- 
publican convention of 1920 to select 
him for the vice-presidency and It may 
to the same for Plnchot.

County policemen were im- 
mediately rushed to east Savannah 
but were able to learn very little from 
tho terrified negroes other than that 
the men in the three automobiles 
were white.

revenge that "still animates the popu- 
lation and ,which in a few years will 
lead to a war of revenge 
against 


France and Belgium."

others arrived from various cities to 
attend Sunday's meeting.

If you hate the dentist because of 


tho things he inflicts upon you. take 
care of your teeth by refusing to eat 
most of the things of which you arc 
fond. Or if you are fond of tho drill- 
ing which is the dentist's chief meth- 
od of making you repent for your sins 
hunt up all the starchy and acid foods 
you can find and eat ns much of them 
at each meal as you can decently de- 
vour. 


The fine, rich and expensive foods 


which take so much time to prepare 
but which everyone thinks must be 
served arc among the most injurious 
to the teeth. Most food consumed to- 
day is too "reflned" said one local den- 
list, the coarse foods eaten by our 
grandfathers when they lived as pi- 
oncers were the things which made 
them strong and enabled them to live 
long, .healthy lives. 


Xo one advocates 
a return to the 


wilderness where it was impossible to 
prepare fancy dishes and where one 
lived on flsh, game and coarse bread, 
or went hungry, but diet specialists 
say it is a wonder people can live on 
modern rations. 


The interesting part of it all is that 


half the trouble the average person 
has with his teeth can be traced right 
back to the food he has been "brought 
up on. Tho cure works both ways, 
the food which is good for general 
health is needed for the teeth and the 
foods dentists advocate if one is to 
preserve his teeth 
will be just the 


things recommended by the doctor. 
The list of "don'ts" offered by the lo- 
cal dentists is decidedly interesting for 
it rather upsets some of the ideas 
about proper food which are held by 
many people. 


Much stress is being laid on vitam- 


ins which are present in milk, greens, 
such a^ lettuce, endive and spinach, 
fresh fruits and vegetables. These con- 
tain the mineral salts that are neces- 
sary but their influence is either de- 


stroyed or greatly modified by the or- 
dinary continued 
cooking to which 


most of them are subjected. As the 
vitamin contents of foods should be 
considered first of all. according to 
several local dentists, it is advised 
that as many raw vegetables 
and 


fruits should be eaten as possible. 
Raw carrots, cabbage, tomatoes, on- 
ions and even 
potatoes 
are 
most 


wholesome and uncooked gaucr-kraut 
is said to be an excellent dish. The lat 
ter may be prepared in various ways 
with such fruits as pineapple, lemon 
and orange to make an exceptionally 
good dish. 


As teeth need 
minerals, such as 


phosphorus andjron. it is necessary 
to eat such foods. 
If phosphorus is 


not supplied in foods, it will bq taken 
from the teeth and the process of de 
struction to the teeth has commenced. 
The foods containing these necessary 
elements are whole wheats, raisins, 
flgs. legumes, cheese, eggs. flsh. pea 
nuts, oatmeal and poultry. All sorts 
of leafy tops of vegetables, 
greens 


grains flgs, raisins and dates are rich 
in irons. 


Some of the foods which arc vitamin 


dead are reflned sugar, rice, farina, 
pearl barley and white breads. 


One of the things most Injurious to 


the teeth is the eating of two starchy 
foods at one meal. All tho dentists 
agree that white-bread and potatoes 
should never bo eaten at the same 
meal.

Hard coal operators contend their men, 


with average common labor earnings of 
$1.439 and skilled labor earnings of 
$2,170 in the test year of 1921 are very 
much better paid than soft coal miners 
and in fact should be taking some de- 
crease in view of post-war deflation. They 
refuse point blank to increase the existing 
high wages—paid for. eventually, of 
course, by coal consumers who-are them- 
selves~-living on wage scales considerably 
reduced since the war.

But they are ready, they say. to submit 


the question to arbitration. 
The miners 


are not If arbitration is not established 
the same public that pays the high coal 
wages and high coal profits will'be ex- 
pected to sit idly by and suffer the shut- 
ting off of its hard coal supply with tKe 
consequent disruption of industry and 
commercial loss. 
The housewife will be 


expected to buy soft coal and -wash the 
curtains. 
The states will be setting up 


coal administrations again, dealers with 
supplies on hand and- big profits ahead 
will be the subject of investigation, and 
all the foolish and costly rigmarole—from 
the% public standpoint of another strike 
will be upon the nation. 


All this will happen next Saturday un- 


less the coal commission manages some 
new scheme of persuasion or the president 
of the United. States uses a big stick. The 
strike starting at that time will settle 
nothing on earth except that one side is 
stronger than the other. It will not settle 
whether the demands of the winner are 
justified by existing, wage scales. It will 
not settle whether the resultant figure is 
right from a public standpoint or an in- 
dustrial standpoint. 
Arbitration would 


settle these things, and make an award 
based as nearly as men can base it upon 
justice 


"We cannot picture Calvin Coolidge 


forcing agreement as Theodore Roosevelt 
did in 1902. with a heavy fist banging 
a table. But he can be strong in his own 
way. He has all the power behind him 
that Roosevelt had: and the country, in 
view of an episode in his record, can hard- 
ly be blamed for expecting something to 
the point from the executive office in case 
the two selfish interests in the hard coal 
dispute refuse to arbitrate and determine 
to make the public pay the price of their 
stubbornness.

pairs of cranial nerves, which arise directly from 
the brain and do not pass through tho spine but art 
linked up directly with the muscles and organs tbe> 
supply. Some of these carnial nerves supply organs 
of special sense—vision, taste, hearing, etc.. and 


I some supply vital organs—heart, lungs, digestive or 


I pans, kidneys, etc. The cranial nerves which suppb 
these organs In the trunk pass down through the 
soft tissues of tho neck with the blood vessels 
windpipe and gullet. This Is going Into antomy with 
a vengeance, but nowadays so many people know 
so many things which ain't so about anatomy, phy 
slology and pathology, that It is only fair to remind 
them, occasionally that there are many, many Impor 
tant nerves which, can't possibly get pinched no 
matter how insecure one's spTne may be. 


The eighth pair of cranial nerves aro the audi- 


tory nerves. The auditory nerve, socalled. is prac- 
tically two nerves, one part having nothing to do 
with hearing but carrying sensory impulses from 
the gyroscope (the semicircular canals), where vary- 
ing pressure with movements and changes of posi 
tlon of the head arouse impulses which constitute 
the special sense of equilibrium; ,the other part of 
he nerve conveys sound Impulses. '/Both parts are in 
the same sheath; both supply the "internar~or bus! 
ness part of the ear. so that troubles affecting one 
part are likely to involve the other. Two sets of 
symptoms therefore arise in cases of internal ear 
disease. The irritation of the auditory part of the 
nerve causes various head noises: irritation of the 
part having to do with equilibrium causes vertl 
go. dizziness, seasickness, car sickness and the like. 
If the Irritation continues until destruction of the 
nerve occurs, then deafness follows, and with the 
onset of the deafness the head noises or dizziness 
probably ceases. Certain persons who are totally 
deaf never become seasick and cannot be made dizzy 
by whirling.' 
( _ 


The prolific causes of total deafness and deaf 


mutism are meningitis and syphilis, the lesion ex- 
tending outward along the nerve from the brain, 
and scarlet fever, in this case the inflammation 
extending in the opposite direction from tho throat 
and middle ear. 
In every case the nature of the 


trouble is neuritis. Obviously no special treatment 
wluld be for every case of auditory neuritis. In- 
fluenza, typhoid fever and mumps are occasionally 
complicated by auditory neuritis.

health status rather better than the avera'ge.

osls In the system. Prunes contain as much iron 
as egg. nearly as much as beef;, about half as much 
as peas, dried beans or spinach. The other fruits 
named are poorer in iron. 
Prunes and figs are 


valuable In addition as laxative foods.

farmer going to the pasture for the 
cows, all hands going to the barn to 
do the milking, the- wife returning 
first to the house to get breakfast 
ready, the meeting at the breakfast 
table, the trip to the factory and then 
the entire family going to the fields to 
work until noon. "Does a railroad 
man. a laborer, a banker get up at a? 
early an hour as does the farmer and 
(lo any of these men drag their entire 
family with him to earn a living as the 
farmer is compelled to do?" Inquired 
Mr. Nelson. 


Even under this exacting system, 


many farmers are losing out.' contin- 
ued Mr. Nelson, as Is shown by mort- 
gage foreclosures. 
They arc finding 


out that it is no longer profitable to 
own and operate a farm under the 
present system unless the farm is a 
very good one. 


A NEW MAXIM 


"We have grown up under a com- 


petitive system. We used to be taught 
in schools that competition Is the life 
of trade. We have learned since our 
school days that competition is the 
death of trade and that cooperation^ is 
its life. We succeed when we cooper- 
fail. 
If you manufacture your own 


ers often expect their cheese factory 
or their cooperative shipping* associa- 
tion to succeed when they themselves 


arc nupportlng a competing Institu- 
tion. All business Institutions depend 
upon patronage. Jf wo do not patron- 
Izo our factories, stock shipping asso- 
ciations and other cooperative enter- 
prises of farmer?, they must surely 
rail, 
if your manufacture your own 


butter and cheese cooperatively, you 
retain all the profit of manufacturing 
and-if you sell these farm products 
cooperatively.'you/save al) the expense 
and profit of marketing. 


"In Polk-co, wo built our firat co- 


operative butter factory in 18S4 and 
hired a woman to churn the croam 
with a dasher churn. We worked co- 
operatively in so far as our own little 
butter factory was concerned but we 
hated other little creameries in the 
neighborhood and thought it was a 
feather ln>our caps if we got a cus- 
tomer away from one of these cream- 
eries. 
Later we cut out all competi- 


tion and are manufacturing and sell- 
Ing cooperatively on a large scale. We 
are now operating 20 creameries and 
manufacturing and marketing 7.000.- 
000 pounds of butter. We are produc- 
ing and shipping a carload of-butter 
each day. 


HOW IT STARTED 


It was quite a while 
before . the 


small units In 
manufacturing 
and 


selling butter in Polk-co, joined 'into 
larger ones. 
Each small unit used 


to sell its products 
to a 
traveling 


buyer from the east at the highest 
price paid in the country. 
Finally 


meeting of 
representatives ,of 
all 


the butter-making units was 
held. 


For a while in the meeting, the-rep- 
resentatives-were suspicious of "each 


other and kept apart. At last ono 
young fellow stood up and told the 
meeting what it cost his unit to make 
butter, to whom they sold butter and 


much they got for it. It turned 
that each factory was getting 


how 
out 
the highest price paid In the county. 
Then th« representatives drew their 
chairs closer together and began to 
talk matters over and compare notes. 
They found out that by selling in 
large quantities, they 'could get the 
maximum price. Since they began 
selling co-operatively, they are able to 
take care of tho little fellow, get the 
highest price for butter and save 
$30,000 annually on freight charges 
alone. 


MUST GROW SLOWLY 


"Farmers' 
cooperative 
packing 


houses Jailed." said Mr. Nelson be- 
cause they tried to build from the 
top down. When they began operat- 
ing, there was no cteady flow of live- 
stock from the farms to these houses. 
Farmers were not 
responsible 
for 


their success and were not marketing 
cooperatively. To 
succeed, 
cooper- 


ative institutions must be built from 
the farm up to some central Institu- 
tion. To be sound their growth must 
be slow. 


"The only hope of tho. farmer Is In 


organization. Machinery men do not 
drop machinery down and ask you 
f you want It. Their organization Is' 
too good for that. Instead they come 
around and ask you If you want a 
ilece of machinery before they start 
:o manufacture it. 
If you*"do not 


order in advance, the chances 
are 


:hat you will go without the machin- 


ery. 
They send out a few less ma- 


chines than you need. That makes 
you good, eager customers. Farmers 
snould not dump their products and 
ask any one If he wants them and 
what he will pay. His organization 
should protect him from that. 


"It does not pay the 
farmer 
to 


house, feed and clothe and care for 
a large army of buyers of their pro- 
ducts. 
Besides these, 
the 
farmers 


are supporting armies of commission 
men In the large cities. "We are soon 
going to say who shall sell our but- 
ter and cheese and other farm pro- 
ducts. But the only way we shall bo 
able to do this is through organization. 
And I know of no better organiza- 
tion than the American Society of 
Equity. 


"We must make improvements and 


do our business ourselves. Nobody 
will do our business for'us or help 
us. 
Many are promising to do our 


business for us but they are making 
these promises to make more monep 
for themselves."
